1 . An Applicant's requested Pre- Appeal Brief Conference was conducted on September 26, 
2005. Overall, claims 5 and 8 are pending in this application. 

A llowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As determined during the Pre- Appeal Brief Conference, the inverter (5) in Kojima is 
located between the generator (3) and the battery (6) and functions to connect or disconnect the 
generator from the shafts of the engine (1) and the electric motor (2). Therefore, Kojima does 
not require a clutch between the generator and the shafts to perform the connection and 
disconnection of the transmission of the power between the generator and the engine and electric 
motor.
